New York —Not mil'ions of dollars 
alone, nor the s oil of designers, nor 
the cunning of craftsmen enter into 
the making of

city. 
Sky­ 
scrapers, bridges, tunnels and sub­ 
ways must be purchased at a heavy 
cost ot human life. 
Few realise how 
many men die that, a great public 
work ma. ba i real cd. 
Engineers and 
bcd hic rs say that the sacrifice is in* 
evitable. 
Six tunnel systems are be­ 
ing constructed under the North and 
Fast rictus 
According to one esti­ 
mate. there is one man killed in them, 
ca an average, for every day of the 
year 
\ w*iM noun engineer has es­ 
timated that every floor of a modern 
building of pretentious sire has cost 
a life, either in the forests where the 
timber has been out, in the coal and 
iron mines, arni stone 
quarries, the 
steel mills, the caissons stink deep in 
the earth for the foundations, or in 
the steel superstructures 
that 
rise 
Lifelike to the sky. 


Hairbreadth Escapes. 
Yet the spirit of adventure walks 
hand in hand with death. While many 
lives wore lost that the Brooklyn and 
Williamsburg bridges might be built, 
there were escapes by the workmen 
engaged on them that would

grotesque aud improbable if put into

sank deeper and deeper beneath the 
river bed. until, when the workmen 
were 107 feet below water level, the 
shifts had been reduced to two a day 
of 4r* minutes each. The “sand hogs'* 
were provided with dressing rooms, 
hot baths, steam elevators to carry 
them to the surface, and plenty of 
hot coffee.

The centers of interest in this great 
engineering feat wore the caissons - 
huge wooden boxes sunk 40 feet be­ 
low the water line, to hold the founda­ 
tions—and in these caisson disease, 
or "the bends," caused endless anxiety. 
I bt' disease is the more dangerous be­ 
cause the physicians have not made

ports of the building of the B rooklyn 
bridge show that there were 28 cases 
of the bends," three of them ending 
in death.

Dangers of Compressed Air. 
With all precautions it Is apparent­ 
ly impossible to prevent “the bends” 
claiming

believed, they had passed too quickly 
from the compressed airlocks to the 
surface. 
A conspicuous example was 
tin' death of young Channing Bullard 
on January 8, last.

Thipk of a creature 400,000 
times larger than the biggest buzzer 
and borer which you ever had light 
on your neck and extract your life's 
blood and leave behind when he hail 
done an itch which yon could not 
reach after the most violent contor­ 
tions. 
But one good thing about the 
monster creature which will tower 
above man from its place in the mu- 1 
scum wijl h<> that he, or rather t h e y , 
will be perfectly harmless, for there 
are to be two of them, male and fe­ 
male, together with the larva and 
pupa. 
The building of such a creature has I 
never been attempted before. These j 
two mosquitoes have I cen a year and 
a half in the making. 
Each part has 
been constructed with scientific ex­ 
actitude of wood, 
wax. 
celluloid, 
glass, paper and paint. 
It has taken 
all the work of live men to complete 
them. 
I fie figures have not yet been 
entirely put together, but th * part- 
art* ready for assembling. 
By the 
time the mosquito season is really up­ 
on us they will be ready, and after 
that the four forms of the common or 
garden mosquito will be part of the 
museum’s permanent exhibit. 
The finished result will bt* a tri­ 
umph of applied microscopy. 
E very 
one of the myriad of parts of the mos­ 
quito has been studied under the mi­ 
croscope and then has been copied on 
a scab* 400,000 times bigger, precisely 
as the instrument has shown it. not 
only in detail of form, but in color and 
texture. 
Dr. It. K. Dahlgren, assistant cura­ 
tor in the department of invertebrate 
geology, has been in charge. 
Now, this finished mosquito— 100.- 
000 rolled into one—will enable any­

'y what the pest really is.

river bed, until, when the workmen 
were 107 feet below water level, the 
ahlfts had been reduced to two a day 
of 45 minutes each. The "sand hogs" 
woro provided with dressing rooms, 
hot baths, steam elevators to carry 
them to the surface, and plenty of 
hot coffee. 
Some of the men were 


attacked by caisson disease, but none 
of them ended fatally. 


This greet public work waa not to 


be accomplished, however, 
without 


tho usual tribute of human life. 
The 


working force on tho bridge varied 
from 400 to SOO men. 
Twenty of 


them were killed, mostly by falls. As 
was the case 
with 
the 
Brooklyn 


bridge, aomo of the escapes 
woro 


grotesque, somu almost miraculous. 


Wllliamsburg Bridge Fire. 


Many New Yorkers will recall tho 


splendid spectacle one night early In 
November, 1902, when burning oil and 
woodwork atop tho ^Manhattan towor 
of the bridge shone over tho city like 
a blazing meteor. Then the firemen, 
powerless to tight the bftize 100 feet 
Iu the air. watched the Humes spread 
to the swaying foot bridges until they 
became great festoons of 
running 


lire. 


Several men wore on the bridge at 


the time, but they all escaped. One 


workmen, three belonged to the en- 
gineer! UK staff, and 17 were persona 
not connected with the 
operations. 


In the two years the subway cost 16 
lives, all but one or the victims being 
workmen. Again in 1903 the list waa 
formidable. Twenty-one 
llvea were 


lost and 214 persons were hurt, 109 
of them being employes. 


Dangers of Compressed Air. 


With all precautions it IB apparent- 


ly Impossible to prevent "the bends" 
claiming 
Its 
victims. 
Two 
"sand 


hogs' died in one day last October, 
for Instance, because, as the doctors 
believed, they had passed too quickly 
from the compressed airlocks to the 
surface. 
A conspicuous example was 


the death of young Channlng Bullard 
on January S, last. 
Bullard was a 


big, husky fellow, a graduate of Cam- 
br<tige Latin school, and an expert 
electrician. 
He started to learn tun- 


neling, and decided to begin at the 
bottom by becomlus a "sand hog." 
He passed the examinations and went 
to work on a Monday morning as a 
hydraulic fitter in the Pennsylvania 
tunnel under the East river. 
When 


he came to tho surface that night he 
almost fainted with "the bends." The 
ph>slcian took him back into the tun- 
nel, put him Iu tho medical airlock 
at the foot of the shaft, and, as is

attacked by caisson disease, but none 
of them ended fatally. 


This greet public work was not to 


be accomplished, however, without 
tho usual tribute of human life. 
The 


working force on tho bridge varied 
from 400 to SOO men. 
Twenty of 


them were killed, mostly by falls. Aa 
was the case 
with

Brooklyn 


bridge, aomo of the escapes 
woro 


grotesque, sorno almost miraculous. 


Wllliamsburg Bridge Fire. 


Many New Yorkers will recall tho 


splendid spectacle one night early in 
November, 1902, when burning oil and 
woodwork atop tho Manhattan towor 
of the bridge shone over tho city like 


blazing meteor. Then tho firemen, 


powerless to tight the bftize 100 feet 
Iu the air. watched the flames spread 
to the swaying foot bridges until they 
became great festouus of 
running 


lire. 


Several men wore on the bridge at 


the time, but they all escaped. 
One 


workmen, three belonged to the en- 
gineer! UK staff, and 17 were persona 
not connected! with the 
operations. 


In the two years the subway cost 16 
lives, all but one or the victims being 
workmen. 
Again in 1903 the list waa 


formidable. Twenty-one 
lives 
were 


lost and 214 persons were hurt, 109 
of them being employes. 


Dangers of Compressed Air. 


With all precautions it is apparent- 


ly impossible to prevent "the bends" 
claiming 
Its 
victims. 
Two "sand 


hogs' died in one day last October, 
for Instance, because, as the doctors 
believed, they had passed too quickly 
from the compressed airlocks to the 
surface. 
A conspicuous example was 


the death of young Channlng Bullard 
on January S, last. 
Bullard was a 


big, husky fellow, a graduate of Cam- 
br*Uge Latin school, and an expert 
electrician. 
He started to learn tun- 


neling, and decided to begin at the 
bottom by becoming a "sand 
hog." 


He passed the examinations and went 
to work on a Monday morning as a 
hydraulic fitter in the Pennsylvania 
tunnel under the East river.

ho came to the surface that night he 
almost fainted with "the bends." The

The engineers 
and foremen include men who have 
tunneled in E^>pt, South Africa and 
England. As many as 5,000 men have 
boon employed at one time ou the Me- 
\ doo tumiol project. On account of 
tho constant menace to life and limb, 
thetr wages are proportionately large. 


Chief Cause of Danger. 


Tho large number of casualties on 


tho North river works Is explained 
by 
the

driven largely through rock. 
In tho

river 
the 
tunnels 
must 


driven through masses of soft 
varying from oozing mud to treacher- 
ous quicksands. The compressed air 
must bo maintained at a higher pres- 
sure to keep out the water. The dan- 
ger Is greatest from a "blowout" or 
a leak, with Its sudden inrush of 
water1. Indeed, the old heading of the 
tunnel which crosses the North river 


t Morton street was abandoned at 


one time becauan so many lives wero 
lost by "blowouts." 


Last January 
eight "sand nogs" 


fought for their lives In a caisson, 
nearly 100 feet under ground at the 
Hudson companies' terminal at Fulton, 
and Church streets. 
There waa a 


"blowout" and a sudden inrush of 
water. The olght, men scrambled for 
the ladder reaching up- to the door 
of the airlock. The opening was only 
largo enough for one man to pass 
through at a time, and t£e men fought 
on the ladder to be the first to reach 
it. 
Two of them fell back Into the 


water in a struggling heap. A third 
got his head through the door and waa 
dragged back by two others.

Exact Duplicate of the Pestiferous 


Blood Suoker Being Conitructed 


Which )• 400,000 Time* Big- 


ger Than in Actual Life. 


The king of pests, Indeed, will be 


the monster mosquito which is being 
built out of wood and wax and cellu- 
loid, and glass and paper and paint 
and other things for the American 
museum of natural history at New 
York city. Think of a creature 400,000 
times larger than tho biggest buzzer 
and borer which you ever had light 
ou your neck and e/xlract your life's 
blood and leave behind when he had 
done an itch which you could not 
reach after the most violent contor- 
tions. 
Hut one good thing about the 


monster creature which will tower 
above man from its place in the mu- 
seum wyi be that he, or rather thuy, 
will be perfectly harmless, for there 
are to be two of them, male and to- 
male, together with the larva and 
pupa. 


The biiilcllns of such a creature has 


never been at tempt CM! before. These 
two mosquitoes have I een a year and 
a half in the making. Each part, has 
been cans true ted with scientific ex- 
actitude 
of 
wood, 
wax. 
celluloid, 


glass, paper ami paint. 
It hay taken 


ail tho work of five men to complete 
them. 
The flames have nut > or been
